He blew out the contents of lien's 


eggs, he said, and then filled the 
shells with liquor. Sealing wax was 
used to repair the broken shells and 
make them water tight.

Each time 
they failed though a basket of liquor 
eggs was in plain sight.

A water aupply of pure and whole- 


some quality and adequate in quan- 
tity to supply the city of Stevens 
Point for all time exists in the Plover 
river basin, east of the city, said W. 
G. Kirchoffer, hydraulic and sanitary 
engineer, in a report Just submitted 
to the board of public works and the 
special council eatamlttee on water

gations 1>egun last November. • 


In private conversation, Mr. Kirch- 


offer nmde the statement that the 
Plover river Is the best source of 
supply he has seen In his long ex- 
perience as an engineer. Mr. Kirchoff- 
er has designed 120 waterworks and 
sewage systems In the last 20 years, 
is consulting engineer to the state 
department of engineering and author 
of a bulletin on Wisconsin water sup- 
plies. 


A Fact Established 


The Investigations completed by Mr. 


Kirchoffer have definitely established 
the fact, long suspected, that the ba- 
sin of the Plover river holds an inex- 
haustible supply of water of superior 
quality. It therefore has accomplish- 
ed what'the city started out to do: to 
prove that It is not necessary to de- 
pend upon the Wisconsin river, with 
its polluted water, as a •dare* of rap- 
ply.- This having been: done. It Is now 
expected that the state board of health 
will order a bearing m the immediate 
future to determine upon some course 
of action to give. Stevens Point an ad- 
equate supply or part and wholesome 
water. The state board last summer 
made a nuttey of the situation here 
and gave notice to the Stevens1 Point 
Water company that something must" 
be done to correct conditions regard- 
lag the water supply. When the city 
began Its Investigations the board 
held Its proceedings In obeyaace to 
await the results.

BISHOP SCHWBACH'S 


WORK IS LAID DOWN 


PRELATEOF LA CROSSE DIO- 


CESE AND RELATIVE OF 


STEVENS POINT PER- 


SONS IS DEAD 


Rt. Rev. James Schwebach, bishop 


of the Catholic diocese of La Crosse, 
died at La Crosse Monday, aged 74. 


The bishop had been ill for several 


years, though able to attend to his 
church duties until a few months ago. 


He was born in Luxemburg in 1847 


and came to America when a youth. 
He was graduated from St Francis 
seminary in 1879 and Immediately as- 
signed to St. Mary's, the principal 
English Catholic church at La Crosse. 
which be had been serving even be- 
fore his orinatkm, and he remained in 
La'Crone throughout his career. He 
was pastor of St Mary's until 1892, 
when be was appointed bishop. Be- 
ing the senior bishop at the tune of 
the appointment of a successor to 
Archbishop Katxcr of Milwaukee, be 
waa preferred for that appointment, 
but waived his right* in favor of Bish- 
op Mesemer of Green Bay, who wa» 
then appointed archbishop. 


Bishop Schwebach was remarkably 


popular. Kindly and democratic, lit- 
tle inclined to the exercise of author- 
ity, hf was a benefactor of the poor 
and the backer of all good public

Junction City, were in the La Crosse 
diocese, and Bishop Schwebach made 
regular vists to them. 


Bishop Schwebach was a cousin of

"We earnestly approve the

Until such roads are built we 
emphatically oppose the construction 
by the federal government of a few 
hard surface transcontinental roads 
Regardless of the character of 
the 


roads which are built, an adequate 
amount of such funds should be pro 
vlded for their maintenance and re- 
pair. We urge the administration of 
federal road funds should be in the 
hands of the United States depart- 
ment of agriculture.'' 


It I* difficult to understand why any-

Agencies should have all of the au- 
thority in determining the type, speci- 
fications and location of our roads 
and highways to the exclusion of the 
states when. the federal government 
contributes no more than one-third of 
the cost of the building and nothing 
toward their maintenance.

"The country road will be of tre- 


mendous value in time of war." he 
continued, adding "that the railrpads 
could generally be counted on for 
troop movements, but that the farm- 
to-market roads must be relied on to 
obtain the needed food supplies." 


Replying to questions from Senator 


Oddlo, who sought to establish that 
transcontinental highways should be 
undertaken at once as a defense mea- 
sure. General Pershing said that he 
could see no great need for such roads 
in view of the existence of four great 
transcontinental railroad lines.

"High School Dividends" 


"High School Dividends" was the 


subject of the commencement ad- 
dress, delivered by President C. G. 
Pearse of the Milwaukee State Nor- 
mal school. 
In his talk 
President 


Pearse dwelt at lenflh upon the val- 
ue of the high school education ife 
ceived by the young men and women 
of a city to the city itself in the 
yean to come. 


In his introduction 
Mr. Pearse 


traced the growth of the educational 
system from the days when the edu- 
cation of the boys and girls was car- 
ried on in the home by the parents, 
and 
then 
carried 
his 
audience 


through its slow growth, up to the 
present, the time of the free educa 
tion afforded in the public schools. 
"The United States, Canada and oth- 
er younger nations are the only coun- 
tries that afford free secondary edu- 
cation to their young men and wom- 
• en," declared the speaker.

Defines Education 


"Somebody has 
said," President 


Penrse declared, "that 'Education is 
learning to do the tiling that ought to 
be done, as it ought to be done, when 
1%. ought to he done, ^whether- yoc 
want to do it or not.' " The more 
high school graduates a city; county, 
state or nation has, the better thai 
city, county, state or nation will be 
he said, "for the high school gradu- 
ates form a class of self-picked lead- 
ers. 
By the perseverance, courage 


and character they have exhibited in 
(.laying in high school for four years, 
these young men and women 
have 


shown themselves capable of the bet- 
ter kind of leadership that is need in 
our public offices." In concluding his 
talk President Pearse congratulated 
the graduating class, which was seat 
ed on the stage.

Vaughan, plant pathologist at the col- 
ege of agriculture. Mr. Vaughan re- 
cently visited and investigated the 
"tales' leading potato growing sec- 
Ions. 
"Farmers have found that seed 


soaked in a solution of four ounces of 
corrosive sublimate to 80 gallons of 
water for an hour and « half will 
heck the destructive scab and black 
scruf," says Mr. Vaughan. Officials 
of the agricultural experiment sta- 
ion li.ivc found this poison more ef- 
ective than formaldehyde. They are 
irpinp farmers whose potatoes have 
tartod to sprout very much to reduce 
he time of treatment to half an hour. 
["his decreases the danger of injury. 
[Yeati-d potatoes ordinarily arc not 
planted for a week or so after treat- 
njr.

Legumes are the foundation of fer- 


tility In American farming and clcrcr 
has been the main reliance both In 
building up the soil and in feeding 
dairy cattle. No other class of plants 
can secure nitrogen from the air and 
no other hay has protein enough for a 
good milk ration. Many farmers this 
year have planted field peas and soy 
beans as substitutes for ruined clover 
this spring. Others are planning to 
buy clover or alfalfa hey This fall. 


Baying Hay 


County Agent W. W. Clarfc, in com- 


menting on the 
situation, advised 


against planning to bay hay this fall. 
He said: "Freight rates are now so 
high that it will be impossible to buy 
alfalfa hay at much less than $2$ a 
ton laid down in PoHage county, if the 
grower gets anything at all. If we 
have ft good season, clover hay can 
perhaps be shipped In for less, but 
quality cannot be guaranteed. More- 
over, at present prices of dairy pro* 
ducts a fanner must have extra good 
cow* if he can make money buying 
hay. 


"To meet this emergency we have 


a crop which it is not too late to plant, 
which will yield a high protein hay 
worth as much or more than alfalfa 
and which will improve the land. I 
refer to soy beans, which Gave been 
well tried out in Portage county. Any 
'armer who has no clover should not 
fail to put in a good acreage for hay 
this year." 


Use Kerthern Seed 


"For planting now, I recommend 


Serly Blacks, which can be bought for 
around |4 a bushel. 
They can be 


planted up to July 1st and still jnake 
a good hay. If allowed to grow until 
beans are forming in the pods, then 
cut and cured in cocks, they make 
a feed which cattle prefer to every- 
thing else. 


"Many farmers are drilling beans at 


the rate of about a bushel to the acre, 
letting every spout run. If possible, 
they use a weeder a few times until 
the beans cover the ground, when 
they require no more care until time

Early In the week two huge tractors, 


equipped 
with 
gigantic 
"lugged" 


wheels began operations over the Mil- 
road building material, north between 
Mies end the Des Plaines river bridge. 


They deep iron teeth tore holes in 


the concrete pavement and cbewed out 
the- tar binder which fills longitudinal 
paving cracks. In place* where they 
bad been forced over to the road side, 
the wheels had broken and crumbled 
the pavement edges, making "runs 
which will cause the complete break- 
ing up of the road unless they are re- 
paired immediately. 


State Highway Engineer Clifford 


Older. George A. Qumlan, county su- 
perintendent of highway*, and district 
road officials have promised Immediate 
relief. 


"I will be glad to supervise person 


ally the arrest and prosecution of 
these tractor operators and other vi- 
olators of the vehicle laws on these 
roads." declared Mr. Older.

drawing to a close. The warehouses 
are closing up and it Is estimated that 
June first found about two-thirds ol 
the warehouties in the state closed for 
the season. There are large quanti 
ties of potatoes still left in the state 
and scattering shipments will con- 
tinue for a month. Many farmers 
who held large quantities for spring 
marketing have had to dump some oi 
their xUx-k and unusually large quan- 
tities of potatoes were fed to stack 
this spring. 


Shipments nt present are ranging 


around forty cars a day and scatter- 
ing shipments will be made for an- 
other month. Up to and including 
May 30th Wisconsin has shipped 16,- 
140 cars of potatoes this season ac- 
cording to government figures. Ship- 
ments of new potatoes to dale have 
been about three times heavier than 
they were at this date last year. 


Prices being paid to fanners 
at 


present for United States grade No. 
one stock range from 30 to 40 cents 
per hundred pounds. The market for 
old stock in Chicago has been weak 
and unsettled. 
The 
supplies 
are 


heavy and the demand very 
light. 


Wisconsin stock there is selling for 
50-66 cents per hundred weight. New 
stock is selling for about four times 
as much as old stock which is rather 
an unusual difference for this time 
of the year.

Chicago for $2.40 cwt. 


While the past season has 
been 


rather a disastrous one for both 
growers and shippers it is estimates 
that about a normal acreage will be 
planted in the state this year.
